had contracted to go to work for this 
man, and the next day my father 
came over to see me. 
He was sur­ 
prised to find that I had cast my lot 
as a cow-puncher, but knowing that 
I had made the decision for good, he 
told me to come and join his crew. 
I did. and my life in the cattle busi­ 
ness was In4gun ” 
W. T. Waggoner’s success is well 
known; today In4 is the cattle king of 
his native state. Hard work and keen 
business sense have crowned his ef­ 
forts. 
A lover of good horses since 
his youth, today he is master of the
